Dissolution of tbu Roichstag:— An Kx- 
treinely Strong: Anti-Prussiau 
Sentiment Developed. 

Berlin, Moy 6.— The Army bill was re- 
jected in Hie RelohslaR to-day b;^ a vote of 
210 against tho bill to 1G2 in favor. The 
rescript previously sinned by the Kaiser dis- 
solving tho Reichstag was immetliatoly pro- 
mulgated and tho Reieliatag is now dis- 
solved. The result of the vote oiused no 
sarpriae to the Government. Chancellor 
Von Caprivi attempted, yesterday evening, 
to rally the wavering members to tho sup- 
port of the measure by oflering to reduce 
tho peace efifeotive oven below the number 
proposed In tho amendment offered by Frei- 
iierr Von Huene. The offer, however, 
did not gikin a single vote. The House 
had made up its mind to reject the bill, and 
tlio speeclioa made on the sulijeot were ad- 
drcaecd ratlier to the electors than to the 
Rqichatug. Tho most striking feature of 
tho closing debate was tho revival of anti- 
Prussian sentiments, especially from the 
speakers of the Ceatro parly. 

Dr. Lieber, who is a le.idnr in tho coun- 
a of his party, after attiicking Chancellor 
von Ciiprivi for having, as he put it, resort- 
ed to the worst form of BisniarcUian nielhoils 
to secure the pasjago of the bill, said : "The 
Centre party ligliia to-day against tho am- 
bitions cif a centrulizing Ca--iaiism. We 
protcstagainst militarisp.i, which translates 
itself in persistent endeavors to extend tho 
principles of the I'ruasian Stato into the do- 
main of Iniperiiil li'ui.Hlatiori. In the inter- 
ests of tho Kmpiro we demand that tho 
Prussian policy bo confined to the Prussian 
Diet wliilo the Gerniuua prevail in the Reich- 
atag " 

Neither Chancellor von Caprivi nor 
Baron von MonteufVel, tho Prussian Coiiaor- 
vativo leader, attempted to respond to Ifr. 
Liober's attack. All tho apcakora on tho 
Government side aimply ignoreil the ox- 
preasiona of anti-Prussian sentiment. Tho 
Chancellor commented vaguely upon the 
democratic tendencies that have recently 
been developing among the Centrists, and 
suggcatcd that tho policy now pursued by 
that party bad its inspiration iu the Vati- 
an, which, he said, was now the friend of 
Rcpublioan France and was trying to draw 
tho whole Catholic world in tbe'same direc- 
tion, J ' 

The German government," the Chancellor 
added,' had hitherto appreciated the sup- 
port of the centre party on social cjueations, 
hut it had now learned u lessotn. L'ho ventre 
party waa Catholic first and Gorman after- 
ward. Tho party atood ready to commit 
itaolf to whatever democratic evolution for- 
eign iufluencca might choose to dictate. 

Dr. von Bennigscn, leader of the Nationol 
LiliiTals, gave a moderate lone lo the do- 
bale in a long speech urging the houBC to 
accept the et^uocssion.s oU'ereii by tlie. gov- 
ernment. He <leplored the inability of tlie 
lieichstiig lo sink party difl'erences in the 
of ((uestions involving the external anf- 
ety of the empire and its pres- 
tige abroad. The diHicully of suc- 
sfully conducting the all'iirs of the 
country had always been enhanced hy the 
bsence of a stable parliamentary majority. 
A government driven lo rely upon a fortuit- 
ous niiijurity could never present to tho 
country a rctillj' consistent nutioiiil policy. 
What the Reichstag ought to try 'o obtaiu 
was a strong nioderato party established on 
a broad national basis. It seemed to him 
pititul that no majority should be forthcom- 
ing iu rcHpoiiBe to the (iovcrnmcnt's appeal 
in belialf of the national honor and existence 
of (leriiiany. It was a bad cr ntrast to the 
p irliamcnliiry life of otlier countries, nota- 
bly England, where tho most violent parly 
antagonism never militated against tho cou- 
t Duity of the Imperial policy. 

Emperor William has sent to Dr. von 
Bennigeon his special thanks for the tone of 
his apocch. 

Hurriedly convened meetings are being 
held in Berlin and other populous contre.s 
to-night. The promptness with wliich tho 
Keichstag \va8 dissolved immediately after 
tho defeat of the Government was an- 
nounced, has taken everybody by surprise. 
The Social Democratic loidera alone are 
ready for tho electoral campaign, llerren 
}?ebel, Singer and Licbknecht will leave 
Berlin to-morrow, and begin at onci to 
stump tho country in behalf of tlio Hoeial- 
iatic candidates. In <;very district in wliich 
the Socialists have a fighting chunce, can- 
di(l;Ues will bo nominated, and the jKU'ty 
■ oxpeotH, with reason, to have an increaned 
'representation in the next ReicliHtng. The 
l^lmpcror will not allow tho dissolution -of 
tho Reichstag lo inteifcro with the pro- 
gramme of his coining to the United .Strtes. 

Clianccllor von Caprivi has gone to I'otB- 
duni to olfcr his resignation to tlu! Ivai.iei-. 
Tho Kaiser baa summoned Count Botho von 
Eulonberg, tho Prussian premier, to Pots- 
dam. Count Botho von Eulonberg took tlio 
place of Chancellor von Caprivi as Prussian 
preijiior about a year ago, when Chancellor 
von Caprivi resigned that ollicer owing to 
the lilccision of tho Kaiser to withdruv/ tho 
educ:).tion bilHrom the Prussian landtag.

clination wilT lead mo to contribute my 
hearty co-operation. Tho tioa of 
friendship botweeu tho Pronch and 
American peopjo originated at a 
very oarly period in our history, and

FRANCIS AND THE U. S. 

The Keiv American Anibassador Foriimlly 
Presents Uis Credentials to l\res£- 
dout Caruot. 

Paris, May 0,— Hon. James B. Eustis, 
Amerioan tMnbassador to France, presented 
his credentials to President Carnol; to-day. 
Mr. Kuatia, in making the presentation, 
said; " Recently the French Government 
elevated the rook of its diatinguiahod repre- 
sentative in the United States to that 
of ambassador. My Covernment ro- 
fi|ionded to this iciliativo, and conferred 
the Biitno rank on its representative 
n Franco. I tlicrcfcrc have tiiu honor to 
be tlio first ambaij.Hador accredited from tho 
United States to the French Repuhlic. The 
diango was intended by my (.ioveinmcnt as 
an additional manifestation of a friendly 
disposition towards tho i'Vencli Republic. 
Keprescnting tho sentiments of tho Aniori- 
an people, tho illustrious citizen who is 
chief executive of tho American Republic 
desired that tho amicable rnlationa existing 
BO long between tho two goverumoiits 
should not onl^ bo maintained but strength- 
ened.

Ni;'.T YoKiJ, May 6 — It -.vas a grcf-t day 
for Great Britain ! Her tars carried off the 
honors, winning two of the three internation- 
al boat races to-day, and coming in a good 
second in the other race, which waa cap- 
tured by the Russians. Picked crews from 
all tho foreign men-of-war, except tho Hol- 
lander Van Spuijk, wero out iu ciittcra, 
whale boats, galloya and dingica, and they 
-made as pretty a aeries of races aa has been 
rowed on the Hudson. The races were for 
prizea offered by the New York Herald, 
and the arrangcmenta were in charge of the 
Herald, assisted by ollicera ot tho American 
navy. The day was perfect, a clear sky over 
head, while a stiff westerly bretzo and 
cool, invigorating air nerved the crews for 
their best endeavors, and added to the en- 
joyment of the thousands of spectators who 
crowded upon all sorts of river craft and 
lined the sides of Riverside Park. No 
grander place could havo been seloetod. 
'i'he starting point wua off l.'.'Jrd etrect, 
and the finish off 72ad street, between the 
linea of the men-of-war. This gav-e the 
crows of the warships i^n opportunity to 
cheer their men as they rowed pa.st, 
aiul made tho decks of the vessels grand 
stands, from which the races wore reviewed. 
Tho Cnicago was used aa a judge boat, iind 
the finish waa u line drawn from her to the 
French ilagabip Arothcuae. 

The first race was started for li2-oared 
cutters, double banked, that is, two men 
rowing abreast, and was throe miles 
straightaway. There were sixteen boats in 
line, and British, Bussian, Italian, French, 
Brazilian, German and Argentine cicws 
were in it. Every crew was in a regular 
man of-war's boat, manned as in regular 
servioo. They got away well together. Tho 
firat two miles ot the race wasclosely contest- 
ed. Tho croas of St. George on theBritoua' 
best iMitter swung tt little to the fore 
but the Frenchmen, tho Italians and the 
Ccrniiiiis wero on their quarter. All the 
others were in a bunch, juat bcliiud. When 
the crews reached the Blake and it wua sceu 
that the Britibh boat led, there M'aa cheer- 
ing that could be heard a mile away, and 
the British tars forged slowly ahead. The 
iltaliitns ulone stayed witli them, and a 
second Italian cutter and the Gerniiui boat 
pressed them closely. Tho linglialimen 
rowed like automatons. Tliere wero twelve 
oarsmen and a coxswain in each of tho 
leading boats. The coxswain stood and 
threw himself forward with each stroke. 
•Down past tho four British ships and paat 
tho throe Rusaians tho crows rowed. A 
pistol shot on the Chicago announced tho 
finish, andinatantly the ICnglisli boat banUed 
oiirs, while all tho tugs whiatled, the bauds 
played '*(lod Save tho Qucon," and 
the people on tho decka of the inen-of-vvar 
aud pleasure crafts yelled and swung 
their hats. Tho crow from the British 
ship Australia won in 25 minutes, 50 sae- 
onds. The crew from the Italian flagship 
Etna was second, with the Italain crew from 
the Banson next. The ten-oared outtor of 
tho Magicienne. whiofa came in fomrth, got 
third prize by time allowance. The boats 
fnom the Tartar, Eaisetin Augusta, Jean 
Bart and Blake were together in a lump, and 
tho other Italians, German, French and Bra- 
i'.ilians brought up the rear. 

'i'he excitement had not abated when tho 
galleys and tho whaleboats of tho second 
nice were discovered coming (loi\-n tho 
courae. Tlie Russians led by a short liont'a 
length, two British boats next, and just 
back of them euine tho (Jcrmans, Brazilians 
and Freiicliiueii, with aix boats in a buncli 
in tho rear. Tho fiiiisli was exciting, the 
pe(ipl« on tho British and Kiis.siaii ships 
doing their beat in the way of cheering to 
aid their reaped ive ereua. Tlie crew 
from ih-e Kiiasiun siiip (icneral Admiral won 
in 20 minutes, 4S aoconda. The crows of 
tho Blaiui and Australia were almost aide 
by aide, two boat lengths in the rear of the 
Russians. 

In tho third race, which waa two miles 
only, three British crowa led all tlio way 
witli firsl one or other of tlicm ahead and 
with two Italian crews crowding them clfjso. 
The crow from tho British- ship Austrulin 
won in 17 minutes, ,'li) seconds.

POSSIBtlilTIES OF FANCOUVJilt 
iSiiAND. ' 

To ^ THE Editor J — "Islander" writing 
to your paper last Sunday spoke of the poa- 
aibililies of Vancouver Island when ouco it 
has been provided with railways. I think 
thia point is one worth enlarging on, and a 
paragraph which I saw in one of the city 
papers a day or tiwo a^u, referring lu Mr. 
I5>ikeman'a having received a letter from 
Minnesota asking about tiiu chances for 
farmers to aottle in thia Province, iiiipreasea 
mo very atrougly in regard to tho necessity 
of losing no time iu securing tho conatruu- 
tion of a trunk line from one end of the 
Island to the other, such ua I understand 
the British Pacific company propose to 
huild. Every newspaper reader nmsfc have 
boon impressed with the growing dilliculty 
^yhich settlers are experiencing in 
linding homes in the United States. 
The people who wrote to j\lr. 
Bakeman, wish to get where irriga- 
tion will tiot be necessary. Irrigation not 
only makes tho first coat of the land high, 
but it entails a steady annual tax for water, 
which the farmer cannot pay unless ho is 
exceptionally favorably situated. There is 
no doubt whatever that as soon as British 
Columbia is able to say to the world that 
she has largo areas of farming land, easy of 
access to railways, ready for settlers, 
hundreds of peopio will come over from the 
United States to escape tho expense of 
maintaining irrigated farms and the severe 
climate of some of tho iNorthweatern states. 
We have e.';ten8ivo vacant arable areaa on 
Vancouver Island, and tlie proposed rtiilway 
will make them acciisaihle. Moreover its 
construction will provide iv market for every 
pound of surplus proiluoc, so that 
the settlers who are firat on the 
ground will have a great advantaqc 
a fact which our neighbors South of the line 
will not "be slow to learn. Therefore, I 
think that "Islander" has been not unrea- 
sonable in expecting the rapid development 
of tho agricultural resources to follow the 
building of tho railway. 

"Islunder" compared Vancouver lali^nd 

the comparison further. Nova Scoti 
has an area of a little over 
21,000 square milea, Vancouver Is- 
land a little over 15,000. Both have a 
long and, in parts, a rugged coastline. Both 
are surrounded by waters in which there 
are priceless fisheries. Both have incalcul- 
able quantities of coal of tho highest grade. 
Both have abundant iron. Both have tim- 
ber, although upon this point the compari- 
son is ao greatly to the advantage of the la- 
land that our excess of timber 
more than counterbalances tho greater 
area of the Atlantic Province. Both are 
favored with a pleasant; climate. Nova 
Scotia has its winters tempered by -the Gulf 
Stream; Vancouver Island has no winter as 
Kiiatern people understand the term, owinE; 
to the influence of the Japan current. Tho 
surface of both ia varied and broken, but in 
both are rich tide fliita, rich river valleys 
and rich uplanda. Both are exceptionally 
adapted to fiuit raising, dairying, aheep 
farming and tho production of beef cattle. 
Nova Scotia has over t.jO.OOO people. The 
Island haa leas than one-tenth that number. 
Nova Scotia claims to bo far abort of the 
mnximuni population which it can sustain. 
When the exceptional tcrtility of our soil ia 
taken into ac:;ouut, und the enormous 
wealth 01 our coul and timber, and 
it is also remembered that the Pa- 
cific Northwest ia attracting the at- 
tt-ntion of the whole busiuesa world, 
which reoli/.ea that the lime for the 
development of the commerce of the Pacific 
is at hand — the time of which W. H. Sew- 
ard, Secretary of State under President 
Lincoln, apokc when hesaid, " The greatest 
triumpha of mankind will be gained on tho 
greatest of the oceans," surely wo ought 
not to sbt the ability of our Island to sup- 
port population at a lower figure than Nova 
Scotia, or expect to have to wait long before 
a largo proportion, at least, of the advan- 
tages which it has to oflfdr are realized. 

I see by the papers that the British Pa- 
cific company intends to ask tho city to 
guarantee 4 per cent, interest upon §'2,000, ■ 

000 for 25 years. I have not the figures of 
of*the last city valuation by me, bati think 
it exceeds 520,000,000. Wo are nob to ho 
asked tomakeany direct bonuatotheratlway, 
but merely to give a guarantee of interest, 
which amounts at the outside to a payment 
of §2,(100,000, extended over a period of 
twenty-five years. It ia just aa well to dis- 
cuss this matter as if we were certain that 
the city svould have to pay the full interest 
for tho full term. Probably it will have to 
do nothing of the kind. Indeed, ua the 
company proposes u lien upon its land grant 
to protect the oity, and us it expects, I pre- 
sume, to realize a part of its profits from 
tho disposal of this grant, it must in the 
end recoup the city in ita interest, or at 

dot relievo it from having to pay it. Tho 
guarantee is intended to make the bonds 
negotiable on advantageous terms. It will 
bo remembered that when Confederation was 
firat established and the credit of Canada as 
u borrower was an unknown factor, the 
British Government guaranteed the Inter- 
national railway loan. Tho Canadian Gov- 
ernment always has paid the interest, how- 
over, but tho British guarantee made a 
^ per cent, bond saleable at a good price, 
and that is why it was askod. 

Placing the aasesaed value of the city at 
•■?l'0,000,000 and for the purpose of tho 
argument estimating the real estate at 
?2ii, 000,000, wo find that tho company asks 
the citizens to agree to become responsible 
for less than one-third of I per cent, of tho 
present valuation of the real estate to be 
paid yearly, as soon aa the compa'ny has 
built Huflicient road to bo entitled to issue 
the full amount of bonds against it, which. 

1 suppose, ia not likely to bo for a year or 
two. But granting that if we make thia 
agreement by July 1, we iiuiy be called 
upon to provide ?IO,000 next year 
to meet the inturcat, will the proposition be 
a good one from a Inisineas standpoint ? Let 
us regard it from the real eatate owners' 
standpoint, for the bulk of the tax will fall 
upon real eatate. Will anyone protend that 
as soon as it is aettlcd that a new IrunBcou- 
tinontal lino ia to be begun, atarting from 
Victoria, real estate will not advance in 
this oity rapidly, and that the demand for it 
will not at once increase ? Unless tho his- 
tory of all cities teaches a lie, such -will bo 
the case, and not only will the aascssed 
value of the real estate of the oity be at onco 
increased, but nmoh of; it will pass into bho 
hands of new owners, so that the.eEFebb will 
be to lighten the burden npon such present 
taxpayers aa doeiro to make aalea. lb 
seems te me that, regarded from the 
narrow bat' yery important' standpoint, of 



the taxpayer it will be; (t-^^od : business pro- 
pouitioa to agree to beoome responsible for 
an amount not to pxcood in tho aggregate 
eight per cent, of the prcaonb valuation of 
tho real estate of the city, the payment to 
be extended over a period of twenty-five 
years, and perhaps the greater part of it 
never to bo paid at all. It will bo a matter 
of Burpriso to those who have watched the 
progress of Western cities which are tho 
termini of groat railways if that eight per 
cutit ia not fur muro than nmUu up 'uy the iu- 
creaae in the city valuation durinc the first 
year. I shall not try to calculate what the 
increase in the valuation will be by the end of 
twenty-fivo years, when tho British Pacifio ia 
finished from ocouii to ocean, tho Island is 
filled with a prosperous people and our rich 
Mainland has been developed to aomething 
like its onpuoity. If Victoria can secure 
tho terminus of tho British Pacifio by the 
guarantee usked for, I for one would regard 
it ua the height of folly to refuse to fall in 
with tho proposition. 

Can we aflford to pay tho money next 
year, if we have to'; I think that in \ie\w 
of tho impetus which the conatruotioa of 
tho railway will give all niaunorof buaiaess, 
I am safe in s.'.ying that tho people of Vic- 
toria will be far bptter able to pay tho SIO,- 

000 next year and have the road go ou, than 
they would bo to puy tho regular taxes and 
have the beginning of tho road delayed. 
Of course I do nob expect that tho city 
would be asked to pay the whole of the 
guaranteed interest the first year, or for 
several years, and I realise that it may 
never be asked to pay tho full amount, but 

1 have thought it boat to treat the matter 
as if we ought to contemplate the payment 
of tho wiiole interest wiiliin ono year after 
wo give the guarantee aiul continue to pay 
it for the whole tweuty-Qve years. This Is 
the worst side to the caao, if there can bo 
any worse side to a proposition fraught 
with such inestimable advantages to our

EXPLANATIONS. 

The impreaaion on the minds of many 
Cdnadisna seems to be that one of the ob- 
jects of the Imperial Federation League ia 
to induce the colonies to contribute largely 
to the maintenance of the army and navy of 
the Empire. A letter written by Sir 
•Charles Tupper to tlio secretary of the Im- 
perial Federation League in January teuJ- 
0,1 to deepen thia impression. In order to 
show that the League lias no such design, 
the following notices of motion have been 
given by Lord Reay and Sir John Colomb, 
who were colleagues of the High Commia- 
.'ioner on the Special Committee of the 
League : 

To bo moved by Lord Eeay, G.C.S.I., 
G.C.LE : 

This Council regrets that Sir Charles Tup- 
per .should have stated in a letter to the 
secretary of the League in Canada, " that 
the moat active members of _ the Impprlal 
federation League were mainly intent on 
levyina a largo contribution on the revenues 
.>f the Colonies for the support of the Army 
i>rul N'uvy of Great llritain," as this state- 
iiieut miarepresenta the object which the 
irio.jt active meinbera of the Imperial Feder- 
ution Leiigue have in view, and ia cilculateil 
to injure tlio aucoesaful workiug of the 
League. 

To bo moved by Sir John Colomb, 
K C.M.G. : 

That thia Council hereby aflirma tliat 
none of its mombera seek " to levy a large 
contribution on the revenues of the Colonies 
for the support of the army and navy of 
<3rcab Britain," but that iu order to carry out 
the resolution upon which the League was 
founded in 18S1 it does desire th^il the self- 
governing couatries of the Empire should 
agree to share in aome fair proportion iu 
the administration and ic the coat of ita de- 
fence. 

Fundamental Resolution, adopted m 
November, 1884: 

That any scheme ot Imperial Federation 
should combine on ah equitiblo basis the 
rcsouroea of the Empire for the maintenance 
of common intereata, und adeciuately pro- 
vide for an organized defence of common 
rights." 

When the time comes, if it ever does 
come, for the colonicj to confederate with 
the Mother Country, they will, no doubt, 
be prepared to bear their fair share of the 
burden of the defence of the Empire. A 
partnership which would require one of the 
members to bear the wliole expense of ,ser- 
vlflca in which all are e((ually interested, 
would be too unfair and too one-sided to last. 
lOvcry acnaible Canadian knows that when 
the majority of his countrymen consider it 
for the welfare of their country to enter into 
a closer union with Great Britain than now 
exists, they will be prepared to bear their 
proportionate share of all expenses that are 
puiely Imperial. This, it is believed, must 
bo ono of tlio esaentiala of the compact. It 
will be for them to conaidcr whether the ad- 
vantages of Federation will justify them iu 
entering into such an alliance. 

It is, we believe, a miatnke to suppose 
titat Canadians are afraid of the proepoct of 
being required to contribute to tho defence 
of the l<]mpire. Federation impliea that 
thoy, through their fopresontativca, shall 
have a voice in regulating the relations be- 
tween the Empire and foreign countries. 
While peace lasts tlioy will cheerfully help 
to maintain the Federal forces, and if war is 
declared with their conaent they will not 
shrinlf. from bearing th(iir full ahare of its 
burdens. 

The people of Canada may hecitate long 
before they enter into a Federation with 
•Great Britain. The great majority of them 
■ .at present have not yet thought enough 
' • ibbut it to to^ to form an intelligent 
opinion on its merits. But when circuni- 
.stancoBftro such that they must think about 
it and come to a decision with regard to it 
they will take it for granted, us a matter of 
course, that thoy will coiitributo to the 
^naintenanco of all eomraon Interests. Their

those of other countries. The man who 
joins tho United States navy must surrender 
a very large part of his freedom as u citixon. 
He will be no longer able to oay what he 
likea and do ua he pleases. Ho will have to 
obey orders, and while be is in the service 
he must oonsttlt the interests of the coun- 
try in all his public acts. 

Some time ago Mr. J. C. Sullivan, Pay- 
master in the United States navy, spoke, as 
ho thought iu private, pretty freely respect- 
ing tho policy which hia Government was 
pursuing in the Behring Sea basinesa. His 
conversation was reported in the Seattle 
newspapers and commented upon favorably 
in the Colonist. Paymnater Sullivan's 
oritioiama and tho comments upon them 
were at once ollicially reported to tho 
Navy Department iu Washington aud 
ho was called to account by the Secretary 
of the Navy. Mr. Sullivan replied 
that what he said was not intended 
for publication; and tho editor of the I'oat- 
Intelligencer was kind enough to write a 
letter stating that Mr. Siillivuii ul lirsl do. 
clined to bo interviewed for publication i 
and that such expressions are were subse- 
quently used in relation to tho matter were 
used at a time and under circumstancea 
which gave Mr. Sullivan uo reason to sup- 
pose they would bo publiahed. Tho Secre- 
tary of the Navy, in a letter to I'aymaator 
Sullivan, over hia own signature, publiahed 
for the information and guidance of ofEoers 
of the novy, recounts all tho circumstances, 
and saya : — 

In view of tlieso facta now for tho lirst 
time brought to the attention of the Dopirt- 
ment, which miiterially lessen your olVence, 
ao much of the Department's order of Feb- 
ruary 7, l!S!).'i, as directs that you he placed 
on furlough under tho provisions of section 
1,41'Jof the Revised Statutes, is reacinlod. 
The action herein directed ia not, however, 
to bo undersloood as indicating tliat the 
Department approves of your course or re- 
gards you as froo from culpability in 
the matter. On the contrary the 
Department deems your action in giving 
utterance in public to oritioism of pending 
matters of public policy worthy of reproba- 
tion. ' 

We see by thia that an ofRoer of the U. S. 
navy was sharply reprimanded, and that he 
barely escaped severe punishment for no 
more serious oll'euce than speaking freely to 
a newspaper man about tho action taken by 
the Government in a matter of international 
importance. 

Severe as thia discipline is, it cannot be 
said to be too severe, for, as the Secretary 
of the Navy aaya iu his lettera : "Every 
naval oflicer is an agent of the Covernment 
in fixeoutiug its foreign policy, and the ofli- 
cer who criticises tiiat policy forgets his 
duty." 

The letter to Paymaster Sullivan, which 
has all the force and importance of a Gen 
eral Order, will be a warning to tho officers 
of the United States Navy not to be too 
communicative to newspaper men relative 
to the policy of the Government. 

I. U PORT A XT UP IS IS. 

The rejection of the Army Bill by tho 
Reichstag is a most important event. It is 
impoaaible even to conjecture what the pon 
aeiiueucea of that rejection may bo. The 
Emperor had tet his heart upon making the 
changes and reforms that were contin 
ou the passage of that bill. Ilia Prime 
.Minister had exhausted his powers of per- 
r,u isiou in trying to prevail upon members 
to accept the measure. He and others in 
hia interest did their utmost to win the 
support of some of the factions into which 
the Reichstag is divided. To gain support 
ho consented to amendments which at tlrst 
he would not listen to. But persuasion and 
intrigue were in vain. Caprivi had lost con 
trol of the body, and his chances of success 
became fewer and fewer as time advanced 

The causes of his defeat are many, but 
the chief one and the one that lies behind 
all the others waw tho conviction that th 
people of Germany were oppoaec 
to thoir burdens being increased 
for the purpose of increasing the 
military strength of the Empire. There 
were indications that the anti-military party 
was growing in atrongth. Tho byc-eloc 
tiona resulted in a way that warned mom- 
bera of all partiea that the people were not 
to be trilled with. The man who voted for 
tho Army bill did so at tho peril of hia 
political life. The knowledge ol this was a 
chock upon many who fain would have 
voted as the Emperor and the Chancellor 
wished. 

Tho progress of tho election campaign 
will bo watched with interest and anxiety 
by the whole of Europe. Will tho people 
of Germany assert themselves and insist 
upon the Government being carried on ac 
cording to thoir wishes t If thoy do, how 
will the young Emperor, who has high ideas 
of kingly power and authority, meet the 
change '.' Will ho attempt to repress popu 
lar demonatrationa, and will bo try to con 
trol the elootiona'r In a coniliot with tho 
people, ia the army to be depended upon ? 
Can the Emperor count uiioii 
support him to uphold his authority 
as against tho will of tho people. Then if 
Germany becomes profoundly agitated on 
political cjuestions, if there should be a 
coniliot between the Emperor and the jrapU' 
lar party, or if there is danger of a revolu 
tion, how will France act? Will it take 
advantage of the internal dissensiona of 
Germany to get its revenge for tho loss of 
Alsaco and Lorraine? The possibilities of 
the crisis are many and momentous. 

I'erhap'i, after all, the unexpected may 
happen. The Emperor may take his defeat 
calmly and , philoRopbioally and, aa a coo- 



meet their wishes. This would be the wise 
thing for him to do, and lb is what he, or 
his auooessor, if he has a snooessor, must do 
sooner or later. The day is past for a ruler 
in Germany to govern tho country accord- 
ing to his personal views and desires. Even 
a Bismarck would be impossible now, and 
there.ia no Bismarck in sight. - ; 'i 

WISE IN THEIR QBSESATION. . 

Mr. Coudert, one' of the United States 
counsel, before the Arbitration, was most 
probably right when he contended that tho 
court "could not make any regulations 
conditional as to what should bo done on 
tho ialands owned by the United States. 
Tho United States woald ^oi allow anybody 
to interfere with the management of the 
property of the United States." On ita 
own territory the United States ia, no 
doubt, supremo. No ono has any right to 
dictate to it what it ahall do with the aeala 
or with anything clso iuaido tho three-mile 
limit. While cheerfully admitting thia, 
cannot other nations hold that the ocean 
belongs to them as much' as it does to tho 
United States? It is the highway of 
nations, as well aa their fishing and Jiuntiiig 
field, and that tho United States has no 
more right to encroach upon it und to claim 
peculiar privileges over it than the 
nations have to encroach on what is 
admitted to be United States territory. 

WMien the United States claims to have 
all power over tho seals on ita lands and in its 
territorial water.s, and declares that it will 
not permit the interference of foreigners with 
respect to tho number of seals to be killed 
iu each year or with respect to a close 
aeaaon, and also asserts ownership over them 
when they are on the high seas which are 
free to all nations, it ia hard to see what the 
arbitrators, if they aokuowlcdgo the claim of 
ownership sot up by tho Americans, have to 
do, for they surely will not take upon them- 
selves to dictate to the United States what 
it ahall do with its own property. If it is 
admitted that the seals are as much the 
property of tho States when they aro on the 
high seaa aa when they are on tho PribylofI 
Ialands, the international regulations with 
respect to killing them auyv.hcre or at any 
time, are simply an impertinouce. The 
Americana do well to insist upon this claim 
of ownership before and above every thing 
else, for a little r, flection shows that if it 
is allowed all other contentious aro wholly 
unnecessary. It includes thtm all, Bover- 
eignty of the sea as far us the seals are con- 
cerned, and evycy thing else."

Aziu'cs and Maderia wh"ii 1 got my lirst 
."jiglit of the wdiale which liad been known 
to tlio whaling lloet for live years as 
Wicked Bill. A whale knoivn aa .Uuoha 
Dick had a career of 10 or 12 years. An- 
other kaown as Dum Podro deatroytd 
eight boats nnd killed 15 men and passed 
nut of sight after seven iT eight years. 
Tho wdialo known as Wicked Bill made 
Ilia debut, ao to speak, oil' the F.alkland 
islands, Capo Horn, where he staved two 
boats and carried oli' two harpuoiis be- 
longing to the ship Yankee Lund of Nan 
tucket. He was estimated at 60 feet 
long, and at some time ho had injured 
his head in such a manner as to leave 
V shaped scar plainly visible half a mile 
away. Oil' the mouth of La Platta. tho 
same season ho stave I a boat and carried 
oil' a harpoiui belengiiig to the bark 
Chieftain of Aberdeen. Jt was tho cus- 
tom among whalers to "pass along" a 
wdialu wdiieh had o caped after creating 
any havoc, or which had displayed an un- 
usually ugly temper when attacked, and 
after a couple of seasons '\Vicked Bill was 
pretty well known to all whalemen. 
During the lirst live years of his career 
this lisli was creditiid widi the destruc- 
tion of more th.an a dozen whidehoats, en- 
t.iiling a loss of almost as iii.aiiy liv s. 
During thut tiino ho naa liarjjuoiied nine 
or ten times. A Russian merchant brig 
named tho Orel espied him in the North 
Atlantic one afternoon with a hariiooii 
slicking out of his back aiul so many coils

Tho whaling ship ■J.iiiies Crosby of Sa- 
lem had a singular adventure with this 
wdiale the next season, ()n the morning 
of the llith of Ai)ril| when she was about 
iOO miles to tho east of Qipo St. Ro,pio, 
with the wind very light and the sea 
without a white cap, the fish rose to tho 
surface a cable's length to windward and 
so (piiotly that tho first sign of his pre- 
sence was the peculi;ir odor alwiij's given 
out by whales. lie wa.s headed the 
same way as tho ship, and for two hours 
he kept her company. His identity was 
est.iblished at tho first glance, and there 
was no thought of attempting his cap- 
ti.iro. On the contrary, orders were 
given for the crew to move about as 
ipiiotly as jiossible, and tho courao of tho 
craft was changed from south to south- 
west. The w hale shifted liia c urse to 
keep her comjiany. \Mieii she was 
brought back lo her original course. 
Wicked Bill was still a cable's length to 
windward. After a few weeks a harpoon

Twenty-eight 
days later, and ToO miles to the south- 
oast, the Crosby lowered for a whale 
just after dinner. The mate's boat got 
fast, and the lish towed her six miles to 
windward lajf -re lie could bo lanced. He 
was ill his death throes and circling 
about wdion a whalo wdiieh every man 
recognized as Wicked Bill breached close 
besiiio him, shot upward until he seemed 
to stand on his tail and then foil right 
across the other and c irried him out of 
.sight. TIjc line had to be cut to prevent 
the boat being dr.iwii under, and neither 
wb.ile was seen again. 

My second glimpse of Wicked Bill oc- 
curred throe years after tho lirst, and 1 
am one of the five or six men still living 
w ho got a last view of him. I was ono 
of the ercw of the TIj'iiion Ih w dialer Wan- 
derer, ,aiul we siglded the lish ab lit '200 
miles to the west of the island of St. 
Hidena. lie was t.ail on to us and mak- 
ing slowdy to wiiuhvard wdieu discovered 
by the lookout, and wo thoroforo had no 
show of identifying him. I was aloft 
with a glass when our three boats struck 
w.iter and h.ave always felt sure the 
whale got iii-tant. warning. lie sto]ipcd 
almost at once and began swimming in a 
circle. \\ hen bis big IomiI su uiig ainund, 
1 plainly ti iw the big \' shaped scar and 
called out to the captain that he might 
stop the boats. They had got away, 
however, and as ho did not put inucli 
faith in the many tough yarns he had 
he ird about this' lish be decided to let 
them h.ave a try at him. Il proveil to 
be the worst tiling he c'o.ihl have done. 
1'lie mate's b(;at had the lead and got 
within striking distance first. As soon 
as the harpoon entered the whale settled 
aw .ly like a rock and went down 350 feet. 
'I'licii he tui'iied and nisliod for the ':nr- 
I'lec Ilk.- .-I wil.l loeomolive, breaehing his 
full lengl h out of w iter and lilling and 
Hw aiiiping t he mate's Ijoat by the waves 
kicked up by his fall. He rested a 
moment and then slewed around and 
.started for the boat. He caught it with 
•a swing of his j.iw and made upliiilers of 
il and killinl three men at the same time. 
For live luiiuitcs the m.ale, wdio was sup- 
porting himself by an oar, was aloiigside 
tlii^ IIhIi and rubbing ag t'ii.sl his Ixjdy, 
but he linally pushed himself cle.ir and 
reached ono of the other boats. The 
monster had tho three boats at his iiiei cj-, 
but for some reason was a^tislied with 
the destruction of thu first. . Perhaps it 
was beeauso tho others remained per- 
fectly ([uiot while ho seemed to bo 
searehiiif^ for them. I''ifteeii niinutes 
after destroying the boat ho moved slow- 
I ly away, and those wdio had escaped his 
fury returned to tho ship. We were at 
this time over half full of oil. 

I Ino hundred nnd fourteen days later, 
w hen 400 miles west of the island of 
Tristan d'Aounha, in tho South Atlantic, 
we cut in our lust whale, cleared the 
decks of the tryworks and sot our courao 
for Plymouth. Wo were full to the 
hatches, and thus f.ar had m ule one of 
tho heat seaaoiia on record. In about 
three days we had tJie ship cleaned up

I heard tho 
whalo as liu broke water, and tliu sight 
of him standing on his tail caused me to 
shout an alarm. , Half a dozen of the 
crow saw him as ho fell back on tho 
water, and it suoiiied to all of ua as if ho 
was going to strike the shi[i. His fall 
riiaed three or four waves, which pitched 
the ahi]) about as if wo were lying to in a 
gale, and though thu iiionater sottted 
away out of sight at once wo idoutitiud 
him as Wicked Bill. lb may seem ()uoor 
to you to road that every man aboard, 
from captain to apprentice, was badly 
frightened as soon ns it was known that 
our old oiieniy had hunted us down, aa it 
were. We had left him iilmost four 
months before at n point "J.OUO miles 
away, and yet he had overhauled us, as 
if he had been a steamer sent in search 
and iioslcd as to our cruising grouiui 
His broaching so near us was takou as 
evidence of his evil iatetibions, and some 
argued that he had meant to strike tho 
shij) 

All work waa ot onto su.spouded, and 
the men wero ordered to move about on 
tiploQ. We ho()eil the loviath.au had not 
seen IH, and that his breaching so el 
aboiird was quite accideulal, and after 
half an hour had passed away withuut 
further sight of him everybody began to 
feel easier.

J5ut a 
whale can ri.se to the siirhico in a Inui- 
zijiital ji.isili. ill BO (| uietly as to scarcely 
cause a rijiple, and ho can sottlo away aa 
rapidly as if hd hail tons of rock pulling 
him down. Wicked Bill had simply 
lloatud to thu surface, heading with the 
ship, and now wo ull felt that mischief 
was browing. We had all heard the 
story oi his keeping company with the 
James Crosb}' for a couple (d' lioiira and 
then quietly going his w-ay, and we 
hojied to be eijually fortunate. Not a 
stroke of work was done aboard, and the 
mon conversed in whiapors and kept out 
of sight as much as p^isaiblo. Our speed, 
aa I stated, was about four knots ati hour. 
With the glass levelled on the rail we 
could bring the wlialo right alongside, 
but even then wo couhl not detect the 
slightest nioveinont of llukes or tins to 
give him [irogress.

.As lu; .'^tart ed on his in.ad rush the ship's 
head was brought due north again in 
hopes to avoid him, but ho changed his 
course ns well and caino down on our 
port ipiartor. 1 believe that every man 
in the slii]i liad his e}'es on the furious 
leviatlie.n as he came bearing down upon 
lis. llisheail Mas carried .';o high that 
it seemed a-i if a big rock was iMi.'diing 
almig tho surface, and ho left behind him 
a great wako of foam and a sea which 
would liavo swatiqied a yawl.

Then 
TJ men drew ivhife beans in succession, 
when it caino my turn, there wero threo 
blacks aiul '4 win es in the cap. I drew 
a black. That fact did not shock u.e, ns 
1 had almost expected my ill luck from 
the start, but it i.urt me when the men 
almost applauded. Only two blacks now 
to 13 whites I The very next man also 
drew a black bean, and there was a 
cheer. <hily one to liJ now. 

It was a singular fate wdiich left that 
ist black bean in tlio hat. Twelve 
iiaiues wore calbd oil', and 12 men 
stopped "up and drew, and each and all 
drew white. It was clue death warrant 
of the onlj' man who did not put his 
hand into the ca[). As aooii as the driiw- 
was over the forliinates shook 

hands and congratulated each other and 
smiled and laughed. That was only 
natural. .After tho tirst ebullitiiui of 
feeliiig they turned to give us their 
heartfelt sympathies. We were ii.it re 
moved fiom tho room. Tliuy would 
cmne for us soon ;iftor daylight. 

\\'hat were our foldings Tho first 
sensation was that of a man coming to 
after a fall which had deprived him of 
consoiousiieas fo- a ininuto. The ^ic.xt 
was to doubt if wo had nut been asleep 
and dreamed it all. After that one man 
sat down in a corner and wept. A sec- 
ond lay nt full length on the floor with 
his face to the wall. ,A third cursed and 
inveighed .-ind hoped for vengeance. 
Within three or four hours there came a 
feeling of oxullalion. 1 bolievo tliaf 
every man who goes to tho gallows has 
that same feeling. I slept well that 
night, i was si ill sleeping when tho sol- 
diers oanio to march tho si.\ of us out to 
the execution ground. We shook hands 
idl round, hut only hero and there did 
one of the men trust his voice to speak 
to us.

1 heard tho last m.aii walk .away wdicii 
the last victim had lieeu blinded. 1 
heard the platoon moving up nearer. 1 
beard one street boy shouting to another 
that tlio Holdiora were about to fire. 
There was deep silence for a few seconds, 
and then I hoard' advancing footsteps. 
Home ono seized my arm, and j was U'd 
away to tho rifjht and the handkerchief 
removed. It was the officer again and 
he turned mo over to two soldiers with 
tho remark ; 

"He ia but a boy, and tho governor

Two Chineae pheasants wore planted 
at tho foot of n lone hill near ua seven 
years ago, and now there arc many mil- 
lions 'of tliem. Tlicy multiply hero and 
then divide. You End each bird flock- 
ing by himself. I aaw eight between 
Rcseburg and Eugene, but no two to- 
gether. They eat the farmer's wheat and 
are going to bo aa bad as tho English 
sparrow some day, they say. The Eng- 
lish sparrow and younger son aecni to 
twitter along Logetlier toward the west. 
Tho sparrow does not move in good aa- 
ciety, but lie u self supporting. Hi; 
dofs not go to dinner and eat his custard 
pio with a pair of leggings. He may eat 
ilia crop, but that is different. 

Vancouver is a good place to meet this 
class of people. They go on board the 
si earner for Japan, carrying their crops. 
They cannot convorao without one any 
more than tho Ohio bey could stand at 
'the head of his class after an enemy had 
removed the knothole in tho lloor which 
the top boy used to stick his great Amer- 
ican too in while he considered. 

As we go northward we misa the jieppcr 
tree, the camphor tree, iho baobab tree, 
tho eucalyptus tree and the family tree. 
Oregon has few tropical plants, but is a 
consenrative state, It never had a boom, 
but rather a steady, healthful growth. 

The inoBsback has been all the time re- 
proached by the joui ger and nioro pro- 
greasivo business man. In Roatjburg a 
Maine man said that "unless tho moss- 
back cemetery showed more enterprise 
the ice crop around Bath, would 
Boon be worth more than the entire pro- 
ducts of southern Oregon." 

Still be may have boon a pcs-siniiat. 
Oregon, however, is undoubtedly a ro- 
niiirkably good state as regards resources, 
but tho slujlit shower c-aitinuing from 
tho last of August to May 1 keeps a great 
many people indoors. The patter of the 
raindrop on the roof is a feature of life 
on tho Pacific coast, and especially of 
Oregon and the bound. Pooplo have a 
more aquatic ai)piiarauco, and their bill.s 
are longer, especially at hotels. 

I'ortliiiul is cnie of the most .stable cities 
of the west and is tjrowing rapidly. That 
ia, it is a healthy growth, of course — 
nothing in tho nature of a boom. She 
has a good hotel, which she did not have 
when 1 visited bur eight years ago, under 
the al)lo niaiiiigeiuont of a dramatic ini- 
presariij and nmle alioer of Walla Walla.

— Probibly no 
four word.^ in common use have become 
more tangled and ci infused in the minds 
of learned and unlearned than "cacao," 
"coca," "coco" and "cocoa." Dr. Eu- 
gene i\Iurray Aaron points out that even 
critics tbeniaelvcs stumble in attempts to 
clear away tho confusi(m, and he meu- 
tiims that the four distinct products to 
which tho names belong — tho first and 
last of great importance — are commonly 
mixed under the ono term "eocoa." 
These prod acts are ; J. Cacao ( Theobro- 
ni[> Ciicao), the chocolate berry tree, 
"^riiis is an evergreen, growing from 15 to 
-Jo feet, a native of tropical America but 
now become wild in Africa. It bears 
pointed pods, each of which contains a 
number of tho nutritive seeds. From 
tho seeds are derived "cacao nibs," "cho- 
colnto" (tiie most linportanu substance), 
"cacao" (erroneously called "cocoa" in 
English countries), "broma," "cacao 
shells," and "cacao butter. 2. "Coca" 
(Erythroxylon Coca), tho coca leaf bush. 
This shrub is found in tho Andes, and is 
famed for the e.xtraordinary stimulating 
properties of its loaves, which are known 
as "spudic" as well as "coca," and con- 
tain two alkaloids — cocain and hygrin. 

"Coco" (Oaleutum esoulentum, ot al), 
the coco roots. The name is properly ap- 
plied only to the tubers of several allied 
species of plants, which furnish a starch- 
laden food in tropical countries. 4. 
"Cocoa (C ieos nucifora), tho cocoanut 
palm, which yields tho well known hard- 
shelled fruit, together with valuable fiber. 

Coi'i'KR FitOM liiiiD.s. — Coppor lias bocn 
obtained by Prof. A. F. Clniroh, of 
London, from turacin, a crimson pigment 
yielded by certain feathers of the turacou, 
a plantain-eating bird (jf Africa.

Bacteriolooy in Meoicink — In bac- 
teriological attempts to combat infectious 

diseases, si.x dillorent methods, according 
to a recent Bunniiarj', have been oni- 
ployed. I. Pasteur'a preventive inocu- 
lation, consisting in the adininiatraticjii 
(jf an attenuated culture of tho virus to 
produce a light attack of the diaeaae. 
2. Pasteur'a method in rabies, in wliicb 
a mitigated virus is injected into a person 
already attacked by the disease, to over- 
take it. ;3, Protection against a severe 
disease by tho use of the virus of a com- 
paratively mild ono, as in vaccinadon for 
smallpox.

A DlfllcuU rroblciii Wlilrli < iills For Care- 
ful Coii.stdci'iitloii. 

There aro as many theories tipon this 
Bubject as there are children upon whom 
to practice them. Nor is this to bo won- 
dered at when each little one diflcrB 
from another, so that each carefttl moth- 
er has to fall back upon her own judg- 
mont or experience and finds she cannot 
rely on that of tho wisest of her contem- 
poraries.

A decently admin- 
istered whipping, with a moral to adorn 
the sting, is one thing; cufiQng and shap- 
ing, or angry beating, is quite another 
matter. 

There aro other pnnishmrnts quitch as 
hard to bear, but more dignified and seem- 
ly, which teach the world's great lesson of 
cause nnd effect. Such is a sort of game 
in these families which have a pound 
wherein all arlirlos are ])iit which are 
found lying about out of place and must 
bo afterward redeenied. Such is the 
method adopted by one young mother. 
Every iNfonday morning she gives to each 
of her children a row of i)ins. Every 
Saturday night she gives each one a cent 
for every jiin left in tlu? row. .Sometimes 
the debt is upim the other side and has 
to bo paid off in anotlier week, for every 
time any one needs a c6rrection during 
those seven days ho has to .present his 
mother with ono of bis pins. There is 
strict justice, and fino object teaching, 
all sweetened like a sugar coated pill. 

A middle aged woman told me once 
with tears in her eyes: "I never shall 
forget one lesson that I learned when I 
was nothing but a baby. It was llu! ir- 
revocable consequences of a l)rol;cn law. 
I was in tho habit of straying nil' after 
school, and to break mo of i;, my niotbcr 
forb.'ule my going nutsiile the gale f(jr ;i 
wci'k. In that week canie ;i pinly, and 
parties w-ero so rare in Ihoso tiays! Hlie 
told me afterward that she never w;is so 
tempted to break her word. I bless her 
memory now that she did not break it. 
Yet, yon see, I cry over my lost gayety 
to this diiv."

llepreseutatiou at the Domiuiou Meet- 
ings- General Wolseley Writes 
on Britaiu's Aviuy. 




LITAKY bands are an 
{ important factor in ad- 
vertising tho corps to 
^^y'^sVV '^^. which they are attached 
, ' " . .. ' or belong, and the fact 
that provision is made 
*i for a bandmaster and 
corps of musicians in 
. „_i the authorized strength 
' V3 of the British Columbia 
Battalion of Garrison Artillery for tho com- 
ing year, has been the cause of considerable 
speculation as to whether or not advantage 
will be taken of tho authority. A band can 
very seldom bo maintained out of tho Gov- 
ernment allowance, and in most of tho 
Canadian corps with first-class bunds tho 
ofiicera have to go down deep into their 
pockets to miike up the required amount. 
The chief induceniont, however, to good 
musicians to b. long to military bands is 
that the influence of tho ofricers secures for 
them the moat protitablo engagements for 
supplying music on festive ocoati .na, such 
aa dinners, balls, receptions, celebrations, 
sports and public affairs of all kinds where 
music is required. The splendid uniform in 
which a military band is usually clothed 
gives them a material advantngc in the 
competition for such engagements. Besides 
the extra money ho derives from playing, u 
good bandsman has always tfie benefit of 
the interest of tho officers of hia corps in se- 
curing him employment in whatever occu- 
pation he may beat be fitted to engage. 

THE OTTAWA TEAM. 

There baa been some' misapprtliension aa 
to tho eijiii.'ession proposed lo be made to 
civilians in tho matter of places on the rifle 
team for Ottawa, is'o places aro reserved 
for them, the provision simply being that if 
the civiliai.a slioot well enough to bo en- 
titled to two of the eight places they shall 
bo allowed to take them. It is notoriously 
the case that the be.-l military rille shots in 
the Province are men who are not now 
members of the active militia, though they 
formerly rendered good service aa volun- 
teers. Especially ia this the ca.se in Van- 
ouver, where no militia company ia yet es- 
tablished. None but a Urst ciabs shot can 
win one of tho two ])laces in question, and 
the object in Bending a team lo Ottawa is 
quite as much lo have the Prov- 
ince creditably represented by men 
able to take high places in the competitions, 
as to reward the local militia for attendance 
at drill. If tho military men do the beat 
shooting in tlie competition for places, then 
the cx-militia or civilians are bound to be 
excluded. The League matches should 
bring all the good shots well to tho front 
this season. The seven teams entered will 
i;ive tho U. C. G. A. a larger representation 
than any corps in tho country has yet had 
iu the League mutches. 

queen's niBTIt DAY. 

The idea of a p-irade having been aban- 
doned, the military interest in the celebra- 
tion will centre in the pnqiosod rifle match 
for teams representing the several cities of 
the Province, for the trophy to be offered 
by tho Ciliz^'ns' committee. It is intended 
that thia ahall be a ohallenL'c cup, to become 
the permanent property of the first team to 
win it twice in three successive j-ears, the 
competitions to take place unnual'y in con- 
neciion with the (^Kieen's Ijirtiiday celebra- 
tion. Aa soon as the matter is definitely 
settled by the committee, the formal invi- 
tation to tlie teams vvill be issueil. 'J'lie Koj al 
navy will, of course, bo includeil, and 
if the ollicers and crew of tho U. S. man of- 
wur l'.o3ton take the expected interest in 
the celebration, it has been suggested that 
a team from that vessel should alao be in- 
vited to take part in the abooting match. 

THE HALIFAX TRIP. * 

The fact that the Militia Department and 
the Dominion Artillery Association look 
with fivor upon the proposition that a Brit- 
ish Columbia team should this year — for the 
first time— take part in the Dominion artil- 
lery competition has encouraged those in- 
terested to hope that tho scheme will be 
carried out. It will involve un absence 
fioin home of about a month, with tho 
privilege of participation in three great 
military events-— the Dcuiiinion and Ontario 
rifle miitche-s, besides the artillery meeting 
— as well as an iipiiortuuity of visiting the 
World's Fair en route. 'J'ho British Colum- 
bia arlillerynieii ui:tl;o very good practie.; in 
rheir home competition, and it ia expected 
that they would make a creditable allowing 
at Halifax. 

"the AinilK.S OF TO-nAV." 

This is the title of a very attractive book 
just issued by Harper & Brothers, ISew 
Vork. It contains an interesting deterip- 
lion of the armies of the leading nations at 
the present time, and being liheraliy illus- 
trated anil printed tbrouglioul finin large 
clear ly])e on heavy pl.ite paper, the book 
makes a valu dile ailiiiliiiii to the library of 
anyone at all interested in military uli'airs. 
Tliij chapter on "Tho Htamling Army of 
Great Britain" ia by General Viscount 
Wolseley, Iv.l'. , who handles the niibject in 
tho widc-av.ako stylo characteristic of all 
his v.-ritings. The article will bear further 
reference on another occasion, suacu permit- 
tine of but a few extracts now : 

" Until lately," be Siiys, " tho soldier Ins 
never been permanently popular in Kng- 
land, whatever might be the feelings to- 
wards him iu moments of great national 
danger. The following doggerel has always 
been only too true : 

" When war ia rife anil (lanRor niRli, 

' (i )d aiid the uokliei- ' is I lie pi:o|ilu's cry ; 
When peace is lu iilo ami alitluni{H rixhtod, 
Ooil's foi'h'ol and tho soldier sli-lileil." 

"It waa the ercalion of tho Volunteer 
force which first gave tho Brilisli soldier 
any good and permanent social p.i.siiion. 
That force so well represeiiis all classes that 
lis respect for the army on which it wan 
modelled, and by whoso members it was 
drilled and trained, has caused tho soldier to 
ba now regarded everywhere with general 
interest." 

"It is curious to note that for the hard 
marching and many bodily exercises which 
fall to the soldier'.s lot in active service, our 
army wan more .suitably dressed in tho 
reigna of William III, and of Queen Anno, 
than it haa been generally this century. 
Wo have lately done something to improve 
our style of SDldier's dress, but no men tied 
up as ours are in tightly fitting tunica can 
do a aatiafaotory day's work during war. 
Wo dress our sailors for the work they have 
to do, but wo still cling to a theatrical style 
of garments for the soldier." 

"Until the days of Frederick the Great 
our men always stood on parade with their 
legs somewhat apart, as all ordinary human 
being do when standing still. It, was then 
we introduced the grotesque absurdity of 
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SEE WINDOW, 
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standing with boola close together. A child 
can push over sideways the lallest soldier 
when standing in this unnatural and con- 
strained position. Until we go back to the 
ordinary habits of man as regards his natural 
mnvement.s Wo aball never get as much out 
of the aoUlier aa ho is able and willing to 
give tho nation."

Tho .Shepard daughters, i)oor K'I'I^^t nro 
0.3 utterly ignored in their father's ex- 
pressed hopes and ambitions as if they 
had never heen bom. This is in lino 
witli Vanderbilt traditions. AVlien W. 
H. died, he left his children ^ 11,."jOO,0UI) 
apiece. After that and varicnis other 
bequests had been paid W. H. Vander- 
bilt divided tho residue of his estate be- 
tween his sons, William K. aud Corne- 
lius. This residue a recent writer de- 
clares ho knows for certain to havo heen 
about !J200,000,000. The Asters portion 
oft' daughters in tlio same way and leave 
tho real fortune to their sous. J;iy 
Gould is a notable and praiseworthy ex- 
ception to tho usual multimillionaire. 
Whatever his ftiilings tmd sins were, he 
at least {,'avo credit to woman for hav- 
ing brains and .sense, lie divided his 
property oquiilly among his children, 
making to his son Georgo suitablo 
recompense for the fidelity with which 
he had served his father's forttmes, but 
he also left tho homestead and its con- 
tents to Ilelen in her own right, and in 
tho management of the millions after his 
death Helen Gould was to bo consulted 
as well as deorge and Bdwin. With the 
caro of the younger Gould children and 
tho e(iual management of tho Gould es- 
tate, Helen will havo something to lill 
her heart and brain, even if sho .should 
not marry. For this provision of his will 
I honor Jay Gould. It is a idece of mis- 
erable, i)itiabIo vanity, tho ignoring of 
daughters in millionaires' wills. If 
daughters marry, they will change their 
names and thus camiot pcrpetnato tho 
old man's millions in connection With his 
name, and ho wants his name attached 
to his millions even after he is dead and 
turned to dust a thousand years. 

Another instance of the sad conse- 
quences of cultivating emotions instead 
of brains among our sex is shown in tho 
loss of Life at tho burning of Mr. .Joseph 
Jeflferson's beautiful homo on Buzz.ird 
hay. The man in charge of tho phico 
knew that the moment the leaking gaso- 
line vapor touclied the furnace there 
would be a frightful explosion. "Bun, 
run for your lives," he cried to tho three 
women servtinta. But thoy did not move. 
They stood rooted in their tracks with 
terror. Every atom of sense in them 
was paralyzed by the senseless foight 
they had «ever been trained to control. 
Tho explosion occurred. At tho rislc of 
liis lifo tho one man dragged two of the 
women away scorched and bleeding. 
Tho other ho could not get at, and sho 
was burned to ashes, idl because she was 
too scared to get out of tho way. Tlie 
twentieth century wom;::i will control 
her silly, stupid fears and koi'p her head 
on . Whatever danger confronts her, she 
will face it and use her brains to get out 
of it. 

Women havo much before them in the 
way of working for their best and highest 
development. But men havo something 
to do, too, and one of the first things they 
should do is to rid themselves of tho tra- 
oi'ional prejudices of their sex in regard 
: } women. 

The United States inspector of furni- 
ture for tho treasury department gets

A b id si i 
son will eau'ii' a slackness in tlie ili'inanil 
for new wheels, and so makers are lefl wil li 
considerable sloelc on li.and, especially if 
they have made i)veiianitioris tn meet an 
anticipated demand, and then ther(! is the 
added risk tliab the fashinn may elian,L;eand 
make the whole of that stock practically 
valueless. A tra;le that has lostand aur.-unst 
such risks as these mustneeessitaleasonie- 
what hit;her jirico upon its goods ibun a 
trado ^^•here risl;s in-e small, and this i.sone 
of tho very ba.ses of tlu; tlieory of econom- 
ics. Vi'o would not advise any one who 
has the very leost idea of going in for cy- 
cling to wait until some substantial reduc- 
tion has been made in the price.

NEWSPA FKIl H IJ.M I5UGS. 

Bogus Copies of Old .Journals— How the New 
■i'ork World 'Was Saiiprcssed. 

(.Sin Francisco Chronicle.) 

A f.ike, not originaUy intended to de- 
ceive, is the iiisiiunco of bogus copies of old 
ncwapupers. Several years ago the enter- 
prising editor of uii old-estuUliahetl nuwa- 
paper iu New York State hit; upon tho idea 
of itsuint: un exact facainiile of ono 
of the first copies of hia journal. 
Bo eclected the one of January 4, 1800, in 
which was announced the death of Geu- 
erul Waahiugton, and by getting typo 
cast especially for the purpose and 
paper prepared in imitation of that of tho 
period' named, he was enabled to produce 
an exact counterpart of tho original of 
18U0. Copies of these papers have found 
their way all over the country and in the 
majority of cases thoso owning thom be- 
lieve them to he genuine relies of tho piiat 
and attach a high vuliie to them. Nob in. 
frcijuently letters arc received at prominont 
nettspaper ofriees profTering these bogus 
sheetJ for sale, a niosrt, exiiggerated idea of 
their Vidue usually being entertained. 

Speaking of humbuj.s in couaeclion with 
ne«epapei8, perhupa tlie niojt notable one 
ever practised was the work of Joe Ho\4ar<l 
of New Yorli, which earned hini .m enforced 
residence behind tho bars in I'oit Lifiiyctte. 
Howard was u lialiblcr in Wall street during 
war times, when gold lluctuuted eveiyday 
in keeping with the news from the front, 
and fortunes wore made and lost in a few 
moments. He was thoroughly familiar with 
newspaper methods, and determined upon 
a grand coup which should make him 
wealthy. Ohtaining a quantity of 
^'flimsy" he wrote several copies ot what 
purported to be a dispatch from Washing- 
ton containing a proclamation from Presi- 
dent Lincoln calling for a large additional 
number of ^troops. Such a proclamation 
would have caused gold to make a jump 
that would have given a large prodt to 
thoso in the secret and preparcsd to take 
advantage of it. A copy Of tno bogus tele- 
gram was sent lato at night to each morn- 
ing newspaper ofUce with tho expeotution 
that it would he published without inquiry 
into its genuineness. 

But while Howard had been able to ob- 
tain pajior exactly similar to that used for 
such purposes and had even given the 
"check marks" used on genuine dispatcheii, 
ho had been unable to possess himself of any 
of the genuine envelopes used by the Icle- 
grapli company. He did tho next bent 
thing, liowever, and inclosed the irieE.«iigea 
in covers as nearly resembling tlie genuine 
as possible. 'J'his defect, however, proved 
fatal to tho schemt^, and only one jiiijier 
was caught, Jneaeh of the otiiceii e.xtept 
that of tho World (winch was a hitti:rly 
rebel paper) the [leruon receiving tlie bogua 
dispatch had Ids suspicions iirinistd and a 
li'rle inquiry showed its falseiits.s. In the 
World otlice, however, it was a boy who re- 
ceived the meseago. He tore it open willi- 
out luokiug at the euvelupo and liundud 
the indoaure to the telegraph editor. 
Thare was nothing about the aheot 
to arouse suspicion, and xeo the 
World canio out in the morning 
with the bogus diapatch. It created a sen 
aation and its author was soon known. 
These were war times, The civil authority 
wa" RubordiDate to the military, and that 
ni).ht < company of troops hold posacasioaif 
tlic niwsp iper oflice, tho World was sup- 
pressed, ita editor arrested and started for 
Fort Lafayette, and Howard soon had the 
pleaaure of qd joying tho hospitality of a 
damp oaaomato under heavy guard in that 
famous military prison.
